The court heard that 
an RSPCA inspector 
visited the defendant’s 
property in the town at 
the end of July this 
year. 

He observed an ema¬ 
ciated German 
Shepherd type dog 
with a broken hind leg 
and an open wound 
that was bleeding. 

The animal was 
examined by a veteri¬ 
nary surgeon who con¬ 
cluded that an untreat¬ 
ed tumour had caused 
the leg to be infected. 
He was put to sleep by 
the vet. 

Dean Oatley was 
given a six-week prison 
sentence, suspended for 
12 months, and banned 
from keeping or own¬ 
ing all animals for five 
years. 

He was also ordered 
to pay full costs of £791 
and serve 120 hours of 
unpaid community 
work. 

RSPCA inspector 
Nic De Celis said: 

“This was a terrible 
example of willful neg¬ 
lect and extreme cruel¬ 
ty- 

“This animal must 
have suffered extreme 
pain and this sentence 
sends a strong message 
that this kind of neglect 
will not be tolerated.”

Fundraisers 
to walk from 
Cardiff to 
Bridgend 
for the RBL 


LOCAL students 
are hoping to join 
members of a char¬ 
ity which helps 
empower homeless 
people to embark 
on a 40-mile walk 
to raise money for 
the Royal British 
Legion as they pre¬ 
pare to open a new 
community in 
Bridgend. 

The ‘Emmaus 
(CORR) Community’ is 
due to open its first 
house in Wales in 
Bridgend, and fundrais¬ 
ers plan to walk from 
the Senedd in Cardiff 
Bay to the Westward 
Community Hall in 
Bridgend on November 
17 and 18. 

They are expecting to 
be joined by students 
from Atlantic College as 
well as young people 
from Military 
Preparation College. 

The time of year is 
particularly poignant, 
given that an estimated 
39 per cent of single 
homeless people in the 
UK are veterans (Crisis 
Report, 2011). 

Stacey Burford (22) 
from Cefn Glas, 
Bridgend, is one of the 
people taking part in the 
walk. A year ago, Stacey 
was homeless on the 
streets of Bridgend and 
unable to get help from 
the council. She was 
offered a place at the 
closest Emmaus 
Community in 
Gloucester and has since 
got back on her feet. 

She said: “I had 
nowhere to go. I was 
sleeping in an old taxi 
office. I had a telephone 
interview and was in the 
Emmaus community 
within three days. 

“Within a week I had 
somewhere to live and a 
job. I have developed 
the confidence to go 
back to work and I’ve 
grown up a lot. 


“I would like to help 
out in the Bridgend 
community when it 
opens. They want expe¬ 
rienced companions to 
help new people moving 
in and I can be there as 
a mentor to tell them 
what it’s like.” 

Emmaus provides 
work, friendship and an 
opportunity to learn new 
skills for homeless peo¬ 
ple in a safe environ¬ 
ment, allowing them to 
regain self-esteem and 
confidence. 

‘Companions’ receive 
accommodation, food, 
clothing and a small 
weekly allowance, but 
for many, the greatest 
benefit is a fresh start. 

Pete Shaw, who spent 
24 years in the Royal 
Regiment of Fusiliers 
and has three children 
serving in the Armed 
Forces, is arranging the 
walk. 

Mr Shaw, a 
‘Companion’ in the 
Gloucester community, 
said: “In any major city, 
around three quarters of 
the homeless people are 
ex-forces. 

“They come out into 
‘Civvy Street’ and suffer 
family breakdown or 
some have had experi¬ 
ences that they can’t 
easily overcome and 
they end up on the 
streets. An awful lot of 
them don’t ask for help 
because of pride. 

“RBL is one of many 
charities which can 
help, so this walk is to 
give something back, 
which is what Emmaus 
encourages you to do.”

Maesteg choir is 
overwhelmed by 
Dutch welcome

MEMBERS of Cor 
Merched Cwm 
Llynfi - the Maesteg 
Ladies Choir - have 
returned in triumph 
from a successful 
visit to the 
Netherlands. 

The choir was invited 
to take part in the event 
held each year in the 
Dutch city of s- 
Hertogenbosch to mark 
its liberation by the 53rd 
Welsh Division in 
October 1944. 

The primarily Welsh 
soldiers had fought their 
way through Belgium 
and Holland and entered 
the city from the south, 
taking two days to clear 
the Germans out. A total 
of 146 soldiers died. 

Their sacrifice has 
never been forgotten by 
the grateful residents of 
this city, known as Den 
Bosch. A special Welsh 
monument was erected in 
1952 on the route the sol¬ 
diers took and every year 
on Liberation Day a spe¬ 
cial service of remem¬ 
brance is held, at which 
wreaths are laid. 

This year, Cor 
Merched was the choir 
chosen to represent 
Wales - the first ladies 
choir after 25 years of 
Welsh male voice choirs 
taking part. 

Chairman Jayne Isaac 
said that it was a very 
moving ceremony that 
none of them would ever 
forget. 

“We were deeply hon¬ 
oured to have been invit¬ 
ed,” she said. 

“The memorial is in 
the form of a Celtic Cross 
and the Red Dragon was 
fluttering proudly above 
it as we arrived. 

“The ceremony was 
led by the city’s chief 
executive, Jan de Wit, 
and included contribu¬ 
tions from ourselves and 
also from the large mixed 
city choir. 

“Two teenagers from a 
local school read out the 
names of those who were 
killed - young men most¬ 
ly - who were the sons, 
brothers, husbands and 
fathers of people back 
home in Wales. 

“As the names were 
read, the Dutch choir 
hummed a lovely tune 
gently in the background. 
Most of us were in tears, 
but it was comforting to 
know that while these 
men may lie hundreds of 
miles from home, their 
memory will be treasured 
for ever.” 

Wreaths were laid by 
Joan Trigg, whose broth¬ 
er was killed in the war; 
by Coun Gareth Howells 
on behalf of Maesteg 
Town Council and by 
Alan Lloyd, on behalf of 


Maesteg Royal British 
Legion. 

Also present was for¬ 
mer Maesteg Mayor Bill 
Evans who served in the 
RAF and was part of 
efforts to drop food to the 
starving Dutch residents 
at the end of the war. 

The Dutch Army later 
held a parade and visitors 
to the city centre were 
struck by the number of 
Welsh flags on display. 

“The people of this 
city have a wonderful 
and unique bond with 
Wales,” said Vincent 
Scanlon of Porthcawl, 
who organised the visit 
and who acts as a liaison 
between Wales and Den 
Bosch. 

“They will tell you 
that they were liberated 
by the Welsh.” 

That evening, there 
was a sell-out concert in 
the Jeronymous Bosch 
Arts Centre, in which 
both choirs participated. 
Cor Merched surprised 
their hosts by parading 
into the hall from doors 
at the back, singing Ar 
hyd y Nos and wearing 
their new Welsh cos¬ 
tumes. 

Although only 25 in 
number on the tour, the 
choir more than held its 
own against the much 
larger Dutch choir, which 
had 100 women and 20 
men in its ranks. 

The second half saw 
the choir in their more 
glamorous black sequin 
jackets and chiffon 
trousers. They performed 
a varied programme con¬ 
ducted by Paul Deenik 
Bradley and accompa¬ 
nied by Laura Smith, and 
received a standing ova¬ 
tion from the packed 
house. 

The concert ended 
with both choirs joining 
forces to sing the World 
War Two Requiem. 

Cor Merched made 
presentations to the 
Dutch choir of a painting 
of the Old House in 
Llangynwyd, by local 
artist Howard Griffiths 
which was donated by 
Llangynwyd Middle 
Community Council. 
They also received 


plaques from Maesteg 
Town Council and the 
Royal British Legion. 

There was also a sur¬ 
prise presentation of a 
Welsh doll knitted by 
choir secretary Ruth 
Dennis. 

Earlier in the week, 
the choir received a civic 
welcome from Jan de Wit 
and were given a tour of 
the city’s magnificent 
17th century town hall. 

A plaque of the 
Maesteg coat of arms 
was presented to him by 
Coun Howells, and Mr 
Lloyd presented him 


with a plaque from the 
Royal British Legion. 

The choir also visited 
Arnhem during their visit 
and sang in the British 
and Commonwealth War 
Cemetery, which con¬ 
tains many of those were 
killed during the infa¬ 
mous Bridge Too Far 
operation. 

A wreath was laid by 
Ann Braund on behalf of 
the choir. Her father took 
part in the D-Day land¬ 
ings but thankfully 
returned home to tell the 
tale.

Beth Workman prac¬ 
tises a different type of 
bodybuilding to the tradi¬ 
tional image of the sport. 
Beth Workman a Byd y 
Bicinis (Beth Workman 
and the Bikini World) on 
Thursday, November 22 
at 9.30pm, follows the 
personal trainer, who 
now lives in Cardiff, as 
she prepares to compete 
in the Arnold Classic 
Europe competition in 
Madrid. 

The bikini class of 
bodybuilding places the 
emphasis on fitness and a 
healthy-looking body. 
The aim isn’t for big 
muscles, but instead 
emphasis is placed on 
symmetry and definition 
of the muscles, and you 
can be penalised for 
being too thin. 

“At first I thought that 
you had to be big to com¬ 
pete in bodybuilding 
competitions. But then I 
learnt about the bikini 
category and I liked the 
look of that,” says the 31- 
year-old. 

“I’m happy with the 
way I look and I want to

show off the work I’ve 
been doing in the gym.” 

Although the bikini 
competition doesn’t 
require as dramatic a 
transformation as the tra¬ 
ditional bodybuilding 
competitions, it requires 
the same dedication to 
achieve the goal. 

“I eat four or five 
meals a day that include a 
lot of vegetables, protein 
and carbs. I try to eat 
every two to three hours 
and I eat twelve chickens 
every week,” says Beth 
who spends hours in the 
gym every day, including 
40 minutes each morn¬ 
ing. 

“It’s hard when you 
are around friends. They 
might want a night out, 
but I won’t be drinking. 
But if I do have a weak 
moment it doesn’t bother 
me too much. I just work 
harder in the gym the 
next day.” 


Regional AM backs 
the work done by 
local animal charity 


EFFORTS by the Maesteg 
Animal Welfare Society to 
keep going are being backed 
by Regional AM Suzy Davies. 

The Conservative Regional AM for 
South Wales West, visited their base 
where she met its founder Maureen 
Edwards. 

Mrs Edwards explained that the 
charity was set up in 1984 in the 
Miners’ Strike to help the thousands 
of families in the valley without 
money to pay either for pet food or 
veterinary care. 

Shortly afterwards, the charity 
opened a shop in the town, opposite 
the bus station, and another in 
Nantymoel. Last year, these shops 
raised £79,000. 

“We were able to spend £69,000 
last year on actual animal welfare,” 
explained Maureen. “Each year, we 
rescue and rehome hundreds of cats 
and dogs. We also help people with 
vets’ bills where possible. We are run 
entirely by volunteers - nobody gets 
paid. 

“Our biggest expenditure at the 
moment is on cats, and last year we 
spent £39,000 on them. There is a 
huge national cat crisis with all shel¬ 
ters in the country full. 

“We also take in hundreds of dogs 
but are lucky that we get support from 
the council for some of these and they 
are also collected from us by some 
national charities and taken to English 
rescue centres for re-homing.” 

But Mrs Davies was told that the 
society’s future could be threatened 
by a drop in the amount of goods, par¬ 
ticularly clothes, being donated. 

“A van has been parked for months 


in Maesteg and is paying people for 
black bags of clothes. While we 
understand that it is tempting for peo¬ 
ple to receive money for their old 
clothes, they should realise that if our 
income goes down, we will have to 
cut back on the number of animals we 
help. 

“We also have the cheapest charity 
shops in the area by far, and items that 
are given to us are sold to local people 
at very fair prices. It means that a 
pensioner or family on low income 
can get a winter coat or children’s 
clothes for just a few pounds. 

“In fact, our children’s clothes start 
at 50p. We are conscious of the need 
to support the community in Maesteg 
and Ogmore by offering people good 
quality items at low prices. That way 
everyone benefits.” 

Mrs Davies said that she was very 
impressed by the work done by 
MAWS: “I had heard a lot about it 
and saw the news about Maureen 
being given a gold award by the 
mayor of Bridgend. 

“This is a charity which is part of 
the community in both valleys - it 
relies on the support of the people of 
the area and in return, it helps people 
on low incomes get hold of some 
lovely stuff. 

“The work done by animal welfare 
societies is getting more crucial by the 
day. I have visited the big national 
charities locally like Dog’s Trust and 
the Cat Protection League, but it’s 
also nice to see the contribution made 
by small groups like MAWS. 

Together, they really do make a differ¬ 
ence.”

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Local man has 
artwork unveiled 
at Cardiff City 
Stadium event

IT was a proud 
moment for 
Llantwit sculptor 
Roger Andrews on 
Saturday as a two- 
and-a-half-year 
project ended when 
his statue of the 
1927 FA Cup-win¬ 
ning Cardiff City 
FC captain Fred 
Keenor was 
unveiled to a crowd 
outside the Cardiff 
City Stadium. 

Roger, who also 
sculpted the statue of 
Sir Tasker Wat ki ns out¬ 
side the Millennium 
Stadium, was over¬ 
whelmed with the 
response to his work. 

He told The GEM: “I 
was over the moon with 
the response. It was a 
great day, and it was a 
very satisfying and ful- 
filing experience seeing 
the fans react to the 
statue. 

“It was a long road 
getting to this point, and 
I couldn’t be happier 
about the location - 
looking out along the 
renamed Ffordd Fred 
Keenor. 

“There were lots of 
fans there and I noticed 
they were already rub¬ 
bing the ball at his feet 
for luck before entering 
the stadium.” 

The statue of the 


World War One veteran, 
who was hit by shrapnel 
at the Somme, was 
unveiled outside Gate 3 
at the stadium in front 
of Ford Neil Kinnock, 
former First Minister 
Rhodri Morgan, AMs 
Julie Morgan and Mark 
Drakeford, Kevin 
Brennan MP, FAW pres¬ 
ident Trefor Floyd- 
Hughes and chief exec¬ 
utive Jonathan Ford, 
among others. 

Keenor family mem¬ 
bers were present, and 
Carla Shore and Yassin 
Mohamed, pupils from 
Fred’s old school, 

Stacey in Roath, 

Cardiff, were given the 
honour of unveiling the 
tribute to the captain of 
the Cardiff and Wales 
national sides before the 
Bluebirds’ 2-1 win over 
Hull City. 

The fundraising 
appeal was officially 
launched on April 23, 
2010 - the 83rd 
anniversary of the 1927 
win, the only time the 
famous trophy has been 
taken out of England - 
after Roger was chosen 
by fans as the statue 
artist. 

Supporters and the 
club got behind the 
appeal - football match¬ 
es were organised, 
bucket collections were 
held, marathons were 
run and £1 was added to 


ticket prices for fans 
travelling by coach to 
Cardiff City’s Carling 
Cup Final clash with 
Fiverpool in February. 

Cardiff star Craig 
Bellamy made a dona¬ 
tion, and entertainer 
Frank Hennessy also 
offered his services free 
of charge in a fundrais¬ 
ing event at the stadium. 

Cardiff council 
quickly pledged 
£15,000 to honour a 
Welsh sporting icon, the 


Welsh Government later 
chipped in £5,000, and 
then the appeal total of 
£85,000 was reached 
when CCFC and the 
Football Association of 
Wales agreed between 
them to meet the 
remaining £14,000. 

Penarth’s David 
Craig, Cardiff City 
Supporters’ Trust and 
project manager for the 
Keenor appeal, said at 
the unveiling ceremony:

member of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Air Force 
(WAAF). 

Working in the Filter 
Room, using just their 
mathematical skills and 
the information given to 
them, the young women 
of the WAAF tracked 
both friendly and enemy 
aircraft across the skies 
of Britain. 

Eileen, author of One 
Woman’s War, felt it 
important to highlight 
the plight of the Filter 
Room women. She said: 
“Nothing has been told 
of the work done in the 


Filter Rooms of Fighter 
Command. Working 
quickly and quietly, 
these women were dedi¬ 
cated to their duty but 
have never been recog¬ 
nised for their achieve¬ 
ments.” 

Welsh Heroes of 
World War II: Tracking 
the Enemy featured the 
top secret work Eileen 
undertook along with 
her fellow officers as 
they played their pivotal 
role as part of the 
ingenious Air Chief 
Marshal Dowding 
System. 


As the first person in 
Britain to track one of 
Hitler’s deadly V2 rock¬ 
ets, Eileen, along with 
her fellow WAAF 
Officers, had a crucial 
role in securing an 
Allied victory. 

In Tracking the 
Enemy, audiences dis¬ 
covered more about the 
crowded and hectic 
underground Filter 
Room where RADAR 
information was collat¬ 
ed at great speed and 
dispersed. This vital 
information linked these 
interceptions, initiated 
the air raid warnings, 
instigated Air Sea 
Rescue and advised 
artillery units for gun 
laying. It was the secret 
link that defended 
Britain. 

Eileen added: 
“Recording the docu¬ 
mentary was a very 
emotional journey for 
me. ITV took me to 
Bentley Priory to see 
the unveiling of the 
Filter Room window. I 
never thought I’d get 
this opportunity, but the 
interest in my book has 
allowed me to revisit 
places from my past.” 


Airport plans 
are welcome 

PLAID Cymru councillor Dr Ian Johnson 
last week welcomed proposals to turn 
Cardiff Airport into a ‘western hub’ for 
flights from the UK to the USA, Canada 
and Latin America. 

“These are exciting plans which would signifi¬ 
cantly increase the profile of Wales’ international 
airport and create jobs in the local supply chains and 
tourist economy in Wales,” he said. 

It will obviously take time for any proposals of 
this size to come to fruition, so we also have to look 
at the airport’s short to mid-term position. 

“Because of the importance of the airport at 
Rhoose to the local economy, Plaid Cymru leader 
Leanne Wood has called for the Welsh Government 
to have a stake in the airport and to invest in its 
future.” 


Wet, windy and miserable - 

how have the bees coped? 


WET, windy and 
generally pretty 
miserable - yes, I 
know it is coming 
on to winter, but 
this has been the 
pattern for the 
whole of the year, 
how have the bees 
at Fonmon Apiary 
coped? 

Without the assistance 
of the beekeeper it is fair 
to say that many 
colonies would have 
died of starvation. The 
feeding of sugar-syrup 
that would only have 
been resorted to, if 
required, at the latter 
part of the year has had 
to be carried out on a 
regular basis. 

Those who have taken 
up beekeeping this year 
may well be confused; 
nothing that they may 
have read in their bee 
books has followed the 
expected pattern. 

How do we prepare 
the bees for winter? In 
all honesty we do not; 


the bees usually have 
everything well in hand. 
Given that a year’s sea¬ 
sons have behaved in a 
manner expected in a 
temperate climate, many 
of the pollinating insects 
would have coped well, 
especially the Honeybee. 

However, the very 
unseasonal weather has 
meant that the bees have 
not had many occasions 
to get out and about to 
collect the required 
pollen and nectar to 
meet their daily require¬ 
ments, let alone bring in 
an excess that would be 
stored and prepared to 
provide for the winter 
months. 

So what am I, the 
beekeeper, going to do 
as my preparations for 
the coming winter at the 
apiary? Had things gone 
as planned each colony 
would be consisting of a 
base unit (floor) fol¬ 
lowed by a brood-box (a 
deep wooden box) and 
one or more supers 
(these are shallow boxes 
for honey storage). 


But as there has not 
been much nectar com¬ 
ing into the hives, there 
has not been the need to 
have many super boxes 
on all hives. A majority 
of my hives are already 
in a format that will suit 
the bees for the winter 
shutdown. This is a 
floor, brood-box, one 
super, a cover-board and 
roof. 

In theory, the stores 
contained in the brood- 
box and a full super will 
see the bees through the 
winter months. Due to 
my feeding, plus leaving 
the bees with what little 
nectar they have man¬ 
aged to put by, survival 
of the winter months 
should be in hand. 

However, the unsea¬ 
sonal conditions may 
well persist into the new 
year, and with tempera¬ 
tures around 10/12 
degrees centigrade the 
bees are still active, ie 
moving around in the 
hive and even venturing 
out from time to time. 
This active state means 
that energy is required! 
Where does this supply 
of energy come from? 
Answer: from the stores 
within the hive. 

If the winter does take 
a grip then the bees will 
become comatose. 
Honeybees do not hiber¬ 
nate, they form a cluster 
(ball-shaped) that has the 
queen inside it. Here she 
will be protected and 
kept alive until the 
spring and its lengthen¬ 
ing days arrive. The bee 


cluster is alert to the 
conditions around them 
and adjustments are 
made when and where 
required. Very little food 
is consumed when this 
state takes over. 

Will conditions 
change? Will the winter 
shutdown come about? 

If it does not, then the 
beekeeper must be alert 
to the needs of these so 
called wintering 
colonies. Losses from 
starvation are not 
uncommon. 

All in all those bee¬ 
keepers, whose principal 
aim is the honey harvest, 
will like the rest of us 
have had just about the 
worst year we have 
known. This aside, it is 
the survival of the 
Honeybee that has to be 
the main aim, the dis¬ 
eases that beset the bees 
are still with us and 
solutions for their con¬ 
trol are still being 
sought. 

In common with all of 
the pollinating insects, 
the loss of habitat due to 
land development and 
the changes on the agri¬ 
cultural scene do not 
auger well for their sur¬ 
vival. We as a species 
(Homo sapiens) are 
largely responsible for 
the loss of these valuable 
insects, and surely a 
reversal in this decline 
can be brought about.

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LOCAL AM SAYS FLY GRAZING 
STATEMENT IS A ‘DAMP SQUIB’ 


A WELSH 
Government state¬ 
ment on tackling 
‘fly grazing’ has 
been described as a 
“bit of a damp 
squib” by the 
Conservative 
Leader in the 
Assembly, Andrew 
RT Davies. 

After a number of dis¬ 
tressing incidents last 
winter, the problem has 
been under discussion for 
some time. There have 
already been incidents of 
fly grazing in the Vale, 
with horses being aban¬ 
doned in Colwinston a 
few weeks ago. 

The Welsh 

Government statement, 
by Alun Davies AM, 
Deputy Minister for 
Agriculture, Food, 

Fisheries and European 


Programmes, said that 
the problem has been 
increasing over recent 
years in many parts of 
Wales but especially 
along the M4 corridor. 

He said: “Fly-grazing, 
as the problem has 
become known, has 
attracted considerable 
media coverage and 
describes in simple terms 
the actions of some irre¬ 
sponsible owners who 
release their horses onto 
land over which they 
have no authority to 
graze. 

“The animals involved 
are in the main unidenti¬ 
fied in terms of owner¬ 
ship, appear suddenly, 
strip the land of available 
grazing and disappear as 
quickly as they appeared, 
leaving land owners with 
large bills to repair the 
damage caused.” 

He said that the major¬ 


ity of the horses and 
ponies found fly-grazing 
were of the Gypsy Cob 
type, which had a prof¬ 
itable export market until 
a few years ago. 

However, overseas 
markets have largely 
dried up, and the UK 
market is also depressed, 
leading to a surplus of 
unwanted horses and 
ponies. 

He continued: “The 
Welsh Government 

recognises that this is a 
considerable problem 
and one which causes 
unnecessary suffering to 
many horses and ponies. 

“The Welsh 

Government will take 
firm action to control and 
eliminate this problem. 

“Given the difficulties 
caused to people in com¬ 
munities across Wales, 
and the fact that it cross¬ 
es a number of 
Ministerial portfolios, 
the First Minister has 
asked me to take the 
Ministerial lead on this 
issue. 

“A Welsh Equine 
Welfare Summit was 
held on September 12, 
jointly organised by the 
Welsh Government, 
RSPCA and the National 
Equine Welfare Council. 

“More than 70 people 
attended the summit 
including local authori¬ 
ties, the police, British 
Horse Society, Common

Land Associations and 
various equine welfare 
charities. 

“I am also aware that 
the National Assembly’s 
Cross Party Group on 
Horses has reviewed the 
issue and made a series 
of recommendations to 
address fly-grazing. 

“I will make a further 
statement in response to 
this work later this 
month. In the short term, 
the Government will put 
measures in place to 
address problems which 
may arise over the com¬ 
ing months, while at the 
same time consulting on 
a long term solution. 

“I will consult on my 
proposals for this long 
term solution which I 
expect to be able to put it 
in place in 2013.” 

He added: “I have 
asked my officials to 
review the existing legal 


framework within which 
we are able to address the 
issue of fly-grazing. 

“I recognise that the 
Animals Act 1971 pro¬ 
vides legal tools and 
those contained in local 
Acts provide others. 

“However, there are 
anomalies with the legis¬ 
lation given that the pow¬ 
ers in local Acts in 
respect of fly-grazing 
differ by area. This is not 
satisfactory, and I will be 
reviewing the options to 
ensure that there is a 
straightforward, robust 
and consistent legal 
framework across 

Wales.”

AM Andrew RT Davies, 
who lives in the Vale, 
said: “I was pleased to 
see this statement being 
brought forward, particu¬ 
larly having spent much

the need for action in this 
area. 

“In the end, though, it 
was a bit of a damp squib 
- with little or no detail 
of immediate measures 
to tackle the problem. 

“The statement says 
that the Welsh 
Government will take 
firm action to control and 
eliminate this problem 
and that is to be wel¬ 
comed, but words must 
now be translated into 
action. 

“The Welsh 

Government have had all 
year to work on this and, 
while it is important to 
work collaboratively 
with stakeholder groups 


to develop a long-term 
strategy, they have had 
more than enough time to 
get their plans for this 
winter in place. 

“Where are the specif¬ 
ic measures that they are 
taking to ensure that we 
don’t see a repeat of the 
many sad cases that 
occurred last winter?” 

On a long-term solu¬ 
tion to the problem, Mr 
Davies said: “Over the 
next few weeks, I will be 
seeking to table a private 
members bill to tackle 
animal welfare issues of 
this kind. 

“It will look at the fit 
and proper ownership of 
animals, ensuring mini¬ 


mum standards in terms 
of the environment in 
which animals are kept, 
and consolidating and 
improving existing wel¬ 
fare legislation; includ¬ 
ing abandonment 

notices. 

“It is clear that there 
remains confusion over 
the legal framework that 
exists to deal with issues 
of this nature and it is 
vital that the Minister 
continues to work in col¬ 
laboration with local 
authorities, animal wel¬ 
fare charities and the 
police to iron out any 
inconsistencies and tack¬ 
le once and for ah the 
issue of fly grazing.”

conditions will address 
the issues faced in the 
Vale. 

“I am pleased to 
advise that Mr Price 
has been prevented 
from allowing animals 
owned by him, or 
under his care or con¬ 
trol, to stray on the 
highway, and also from 
keeping horses on land 
without a valid written 
legal agreement of the 
land owner. 

“He has also been 
prevented from selling, 
or transferring owner¬ 


ship, of a horse which 
is not correctly identi¬ 
fied, where the details 
have not been updated 
with his ownership 
details.” 

PC Mike Hawkes, 
anti-social behaviour 
co-ordinator for the 
Vale, said: “Our posi¬ 
tive action in securing 
this ASBO demon¬ 
strates that police in 
the Vale, along with 
our partner agencies, 
are tackling anti-social 
behaviour within our 
communities and are 


getting tougher on 
those who display this 
type of behaviour. 

“If Tom Price 
breaches this order, he 
will be arrested and 
placed before the 
courts. We urge the 
public and local resi¬ 
dents to contact the 
police if they see Mr 
Price in breach of any 
of the conditions of his 
ASBO. The communi¬ 
ty’s help in letting us 
know when these 
orders are broken is 
vital to their success.” 


Sign an 'insult to 
Welsh language’ 


A ROAD sign in Welsh at 
Rhoose has prompted Vale- 
based AM, Andrew RT Davies 
to call it: “disrespectful to the 
Welsh language” and: “worse 
than not bothering at all when 
such ridiculous mistakes 
occur”. 

The sign, put up by contractors 
working for Network Rail, directed 
road users to ‘follow the entertain¬ 
ment’, rather than ‘take a diversion’. 

“People make genuine mistakes, 
and I have no doubt that those respon¬ 
sible are mortified right now,” said Mr 
Davies, leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives. 

“However, this isn’t the first time 
that Welsh-speaking constituents have 


been left bemused by blunders of this 
kind and it is highly disrespectful to 
the Welsh language. 

“It reflects poorly on all parties, 
from the company that commissioned 
the work to the translator who seem¬ 
ingly hasn’t proof read the work 
before signing it off. Ultimately, 
though, it is worse than not bothering 
at all when such ridiculous mistakes 
occur.” 

A Network Rail spokesperson said 
the signs had been commissioned for a 
contractor and it is investigating the 
cause of the poor translation into 
Welsh. 

“We always use a professional 
translator for our projects and we will 
be asking our contractors to follow the 
same policy to avoid these kind of 
silly mistakes.”

AFFLECK IMPECCABLE IN 
TAUT, TRUE- LIFE DRAMA 


B en 

AFFLECK 
could have 
been the perfect 
example of a 
Hollywood megas¬ 
tar throwing it all 
away. 

For all the success he 
achieved early in his 
career, the critical bomb¬ 
ing Pearl Harbour 
received, along with his 
relationship with 
Jennifer Lopez, turned 
Affleck from A-lister to 
Z-lister almost 
overnight. 

His saving grace 
came with his directorial 
debut, Gone Baby Gone , 
which suddenly cast 
Affleck in a new light, 
the film well received 
and indicating a new 
career path for him. 

Following the success 
of The Town (in which 
he also starred) Affleck 
pulls double duty again 
in Argo , based on a true 
story. 

Set in 1980, Affleck 
plays Tony Mendez, a 
CIA ‘ exfiltration ’ spe¬ 
cialist who is tasked 
with getting six 
Americans out of the 
Canadian embassy when 
the Iranian revolution 
reaches dangerous lev¬ 
els. 


He plans to enter the 
country under the aus¬ 
pices of making a fake 
science fiction film 
called Argo , smuggling 
the Americans out as 
part of his ‘film crew’ - 
but will the plan be 
enough to get them all 
out alive... 

Ben Affleck’s journey 
to the director’s chair 
has been one borne 
seemingly out of neces¬ 
sity rather than choice, 
but the success he has 
seen with both Gone 
Baby Gone and The 
Town has shown the 
move to be one that has 
paid dividends greatly. 

If those films were 
examples of a director 
finding his feet and 
achieving great things, 
then it’s fair to say that 
Argo sees Affleck truly 
hitting the ground run¬ 
ning, the film a wonder¬ 
fully taut thriller that 
manages to balance its 
tone superbly well and 
houses some excellent 
performances within it. 

Seeing George 
Clooney’s name on the 
list of producers gives a 
hint of the film’s tone, 
Clooney’s directorial 
outings in tune with 
what Affleck is aiming 
for here. But the film 
carries that influence, 
and those of 1970s polit¬ 


ical thrillers, well, deliv¬ 
ering suspense and ten¬ 
sion in equal measure, 
while not losing its own 
identity over the course 
of its running time. 

Affleck’s direction is 
top-notch, skillfully 
ramping up the drama as 
the film goes on, and not 
knowing the background 
to the story serves you 
far better as an audience 
member. While a true 
story, the outcome con¬ 
stantly seems in doubt as 
the net closes in on the 
Americans’ and 
Mendez’s ambitious 
escape. 

So far so thriller, but 
Affleck is intelligent 
enough to allow the pol¬ 
itics to seep in around 
the edges; while not 
overtly heavy on the ins 
and outs, it still educates 
as it progresses, while 
the addition of the ‘fake 
film’ element allows 
humorous pot shots to 
be taken at Hollywood 
that fit in nicely. 

The two elements are 
kept from jarring by 
some clever little tricks 
from Affleck, who con¬ 
stantly cuts between sce¬ 
narios to highlight that 
behind this crazy idea 
real lives are at stake. 

Taking the lead role 
may seem like a step too 
far, but Affleck essays 
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the main character of 
Mendez with skillful 
aplomb, the character’s 
well-worn nature fitting 
the actor like a glove. 

It’s a turn of quiet power 
from Affeck, never 
wholly taking the lead 
but being involved in 
every element within it. 

It says a lot about his 
influence that the cast is 
made up of some of the 
finest character actors 
around. The likes of 
John Goodman and Alan 
Arkin add some bite as 
the brains behind the 
fake film, Bryan 
Cranston brings some 
steel as the CIA man try¬ 
ing to help Mendez’s 
plan come to fruition, 
and Scott McNairy 
steals the plaudits as one 
of the trapped 
Americans who steps up 
when the going gets 
tough in the film’s most 
tense scene. 

Chris Terrio’s script 
gets the right blend of 
drama and humour, the 
film keeping its light¬ 
heartedness on a low 
simmer that occasionally 
pops up (mainly in the 
scenes with Arkin and 
Goodman) while con¬ 
veying the true weight 
of the situation and 
never underplaying the 
stakes involved. 

Certainly it is a film 
‘based’ on true events 
rather than slavishly 
adhering to them, the 
climax ‘ Hollywood-ised’ 
in order to take you to 
the edge of your seat, 
but in no way is it to the 
detriment of the story. 
Instead, Argo stands not 
only as Ben Affleck’s 
best film yet, but also 
one of the finest films of 
the year. 

VERDICT - Taut, 
engaging and wonder¬ 
fully realised, Argo sees 
Ben Affleck take 


another step towards 
becoming one of the 
finest directors work¬ 
ing today. Handling the 
story with aplomb and 
sensitivity, its blend of 
caper and high stakes, 
coupled with excellent 
performances, makes it 
an incredible piece of 
work. Highly recom¬ 
mended.

The new memorial is 
sited on Mynydd Bach 
Common at the junction 
of Ty Fry Road and the 
main B4281 Cefn Road. 
It lies between the 
Farmers Arms and the 
children’s play area. 

It bears the names of 
all those who gave their 
lives for their country 
during The Great War of 
1914-1918 and the 
Second World War of 
1939-1945. It is 
engraved with the sim¬ 
ple message: l We Will 
Remember Them 

It replaces the exist¬ 
ing memorial, which is 
located in the bus shelter 
alongside the British 
Legion Headquarters at 
the junction of Bedford 
Road and Cefn Road, 
and carries four addi¬ 
tional names to those 
previously commemorat¬ 
ed. The plaques from the 
original memorial are to 
be preserved. 

Mrs Ceri Griffiths of 
Cefn Cribwr is currently 
preparing a booklet that 
honours these war dead.

THE Barry Island 
Tourist Railway 
once more took a 
trip back in time 
recently, as the 
Barry at War 
Group launched 
the new 
Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage 
Centre at Barry 
Island Railway 


Station. 

Visitors were able 
to see the research 
that is being under¬ 
taken by the group 
and to get hands-on 
with history. 

The military vehi¬ 
cles, including a 
Second World War 
Jeep and GMC truck, 
proved particularly 
popular. Living histo¬ 
rians also helped 


bring history to life, 
backed up by illustrat¬ 
ed talks on both the 
First and Second 
World Wars. 

Group chairman 
Ade Pitman said: 

“Our first open day 
was both educational 
and fun for all the 
family, and on a cold, 
wet November Sunday 
we certainly looked to 
be the busiest attrac¬ 
tion on the Island with 
around 150 visitors 
passing through. 

“Although entry to 
the centre is free, 
thanks to the generosi¬ 
ty of our visitors we 
raised a total of 
£150.17. This will now 
go towards improving 
the facility. 

“Our first priority 
is making the neces¬ 
sary alterations to the 
building, as at the 
moment the lighting is 
inadequate for muse¬ 
um use and we have a 
leaking roof. 

“With the advice 
and support of the 
Vale Centre for 
Voluntary Services we 
are also applying for 
grants to help us with 
the necessary work, 
and if successful we 
hope the centre will be 
ready for the summer 
season and be able to 
provide a venue for 
school visits by next 
September. 

“We are also plan¬ 


ning to build some 
interactive exhibits, 
which will help to 
bring history alive for 
our visitors. 

“With 2013 being 
the ‘Year of the 
Convoy’ and 2014 
being both the cente¬ 
nary of the First 
World War, and the 
70th anniversary of 
the Normandy D-Day 
landings, the timing of 
our launch couldn’t 
have been any better. 

“We’ve drawn up a 
list of events, and aim 
to open the centre on 
Sunday afternoons 
throughout the sum¬ 
mer. A Spitfire has 
been booked for the 
popular Wartime 
Weekend Event that 
will take place on 
August 31/September 
1, 2013, and we’re 
now working on plans 
for 2014.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
added: “I’ve been a 
supporter of the Barry 
at War Group since 
they founded. Their 
ability to research and 
promote the area’s 
history and then to 
pass this on to 
younger generations 
in an interesting way 
should be recognised.” 

Vale MPAlun 
Cairns continued: 
“This facility will pro¬ 
vide a focal point 
where people can 
come to both learn 


about the wartime 
experience of 
Glamorgan, and to 
contribute memories 
of their own, which 
will further aid the 
group’s research. 

“The Barry at War 
History Group does a 
terrific amount of 
work for the commu¬ 
nity, young and old, 
and I would like to 
urge everyone to help 
support them in any 
way possible.” 

Ade Pitman con¬ 
cluded: “We’re always 
keen to hear from peo¬ 
ple interested in 
Glamorgan’s wartime 
heritage. We’re also 
keen to hear from 
local businesses that 
may be able to help us 
by donating the mate¬ 
rials and services that 
we need, or who could 
sponsor our work in 
other ways.”

INVESTORS IN FROZEN FUNDS AS... 

Couple get £36,000 
payout from national 
compensation scheme 


Try a Cardiff to

National 
accolade for 
Vale family 
service group 


A Vale couple have 
succeeded in getting 
a £36,000 payout 
from the Financial 
Services 
Compensation 
Scheme after their 
investment in the 
Arch Cru funds was 
frozen in 2009. 

Cardiff-based 
accountant Huw Roberts 
said he had made the 
claim on behalf of the 
couple, who wish to 
remain anonymous, due 
to miss-selling. 

The Arch Cru funds 
were frozen due to the 
illiquidity of underlying 
investments. 

The Vale’s MP Alun 
Cairns has played a sig¬ 
nificant role in bringing 
the financial debacle to 
public attention. 

Mr Roberts told The 
GEM: “Having 

approached me in con¬ 
siderable distress, I pre¬ 
pared a detailed claim for 
mis-selling on behalf of 
my clients and I am 
delighted that they have 
now received £36,000 
from the Financial 
Services Compensation 


Scheme. 

“There are many other 
individuals who have 
been mis-sold the invest¬ 
ments and they will 
hopefully now be able to 
use this case as a prece¬ 
dent for their claims.” 

Mr Roberts said the 
couple had had savings 
in a broad range of 
investments to spread the 
risk, but were persuaded 
to invest in the funds by a 
firm of independent 
financial advisers in 
Cardiff, which subse¬ 
quently went into admin¬ 
istration. 

The Vale couple had 
approached Mr Roberts 
in 2011 and he then pre¬ 
pared a case to be put to 
the Financial Services 
Compensation Scheme. 

The Vale’s MP Alun 
Cairns has provided sup¬ 
port to investors in the 
funds. He was elected 
chairman of the all-party 
parliamentary group 
(APPG) for Arch Cru in 
November 2011. 

The funds were sus¬ 
pended in March 2009 
and the Financial 
Services Authority had 
taken little action until 
Mr Cairns raised the 


issue in Parliament on 
behalf of his constituents. 
‘PUBLIC INTEREST’ 

Further research by 
Mr Cairns uncovered the 
complexity of the fund 
and the Vale MP has met 
with the key parties to 
urge a settlement. 

Mr Cairns has suc¬ 
ceeded in gaining a com¬ 
pensation package from 
Capita, and is leading a 
negotiated settlement 
between all parties 
involved, to be led by the 
FSA and Guernsey 
Financial Services 
Commission. 

Mr Cairns explained: 
“Since I was approached 
early in 2011 by con¬ 
cerned constituents 
regarding the monies 
they had invested into the 
Arch Cru Fund, and the 
debacle that ensued, I’ve 
been doing all I can to 
help bring the case to 
light. 

“The Arch Cru Funds 
were suspended by 
Capita because of an 
apparent lack of liquidity. 

“This meant that 
around 15,000 clients 
across the UK would 
stand to lose approxi¬ 
mately £442m of invest¬ 


ments and the Vale had a 
relatively high number of 
investors. 

“The formation of the 
parliamentary group has 
meant that the issue has 
been raised in 
Parliament, and contin¬ 
ued pressure has been put 
on key parties to ensure 
suitable compensation 
for the investors. 

“I understand that 
there may be some inter¬ 
est from some of the 
insurers to talk, but not 
others. There is a clear 
need for them to realise 
that this is a matter of 
keen public interest.” 

The Vale AM added: 
“I am happy that Capita 
agreed to extend the 
deadline for acceptance 
of their payment scheme, 
although they are yet to 
publish the terms behind 
the decision for the £54m 
compensation package.”

HIGH STREET in 
Barry has a thriving 
dining trade in the 
evenings and one 
stand-out restau¬ 
rant is Shahi Noor. 

It is owned by the 
Rahman family and has 
served exotic Asian dish¬ 
es for 23 years. 

In the lead-up to 
Christmas an affordable 
restaurant meal is a 
tempting option for cou¬ 
ples or families who 
want to save themselves 
the time and energy of 
cooking in the evening. 

My wife chose a 
mixed starter which com¬ 
prised pieces of tandoori 


chicken, sheek kebab and 
prawns, served on a bed 
of salad, while I plumped 
for the tandoori chicken 
with salad.

ed pieces of chicken or 
lamb tikka cooked with 
tomatoes, served in a 
thick masala sauce. 

The 13 speciality dish¬ 
es range from £6.95 to £ 
11.95, but there is also a 
vast array of other cours¬ 
es such as Bengal baltis, 
tandoori dishes, biryani 
and seafood - something 
for all tastes. 

For the main course 
my wife selected one of 
the speciality house dish¬ 
es - a Bangladeshi dish, a 
tandoori shahgorana din¬ 
ner. 

It’s a dry dish, without 
a sauce, with large pieces 
of chicken, lamb and 
fresh prawns cooked in a 
clay oven which is stir- 
fried and topped with 
roasted garlic, onions and 
green peppers. 

All this was served 
with salad and nan bread. 

My wife enjoyed the 
variety of flavours and 
textures, and the meat 
was succulent, and went 
well with the side salad. 
The portion was very 
generous - and she strug¬ 
gled to finish it. 

Hot dishes are not my 
cup of tea; I prefer milder 
dishes with subtle 
flavours. 

My choice was a fresh 
prawn and coriander 
curry, cooked with garlic. 
The coriander worked 
well, complementing the 
prawns. 

It was served with a 
special fried rice and nan 
bread. Once more the 
portion was more than 
generous. 

Our desserts were ice¬ 
cream and lassi (a sweet 
yoghurt drink) and we 
concluded the meal with 
Tia Maria and French 
coffees. 

The meal ran out at 
approximately £35 and 
proved value for money. 

The service provided 
by Salim and Makhon 
Rahman was very friend¬ 
ly and attentive. 

On the evening we 
went, Shahi Noor proved 
a popular venue with a 
constant stream of cus¬ 
tomers coming through 
the door - people appre¬ 
ciate good quality Asian 
cooking in the Vale.

The key facts GEM

virulent, and the latest is 
the the Ash tree disease, 
Chalara fraxinea. It 
causes leaf loss, the 
crown to dieback and it 
can can kill the tree. 

As nearly five per 
cent of our woodland 
coverage is made up of 
Ash trees, there is a 
sense of urgency about 
knowing more about this 
disease. 

You only have to walk 
down one of the country 
lanes to be overshad¬ 
owed by the amazing 
Ash trees that grow 
around us, so often 
unnoticed. 

So far after the initial 
countrywide survey; 
over 80 sites have been 
identified, with one 
being in Camarthen. 

I would recommend 
any newly planted tree 
that has the disease 
should be removed and a 
disease free one planted. 

Useful information 
including what the dis¬ 
ease looks like, can be 
found on 

www.forestry. gov. uk./ch 
alar a. 

Government scien¬ 
tists at Defra set out the 
most up-to-date under¬ 
standing of the disease. 
Their assessment agreed 
with the earlier pest risk 
analysis, carried out in 
August, and concluded 
that: 


• The spores are 
unlikely to survive for 
more than a few days. 

• Spore dispersal on 
the wind is possible 
from mainland Europe. 

• Trees need a high 
dose of spores to 
become infected. 

• The spores are pro¬ 
duced from infected 
dead leaves during the 
months of June to 
September. 

• There is a low 
probability of dispersal 
on clothing or animals 
and birds. 

• The disease will 
attack any species of 
ash. 

• The disease 
becomes obvious in 
trees within months 


rather than years. 

• Wood products 
would not spread the 
disease if treated prop¬ 
erly. 

• Once infected, trees 
can’t be cured, but not 
all trees die of the infec¬ 
tion, and some are like¬ 
ly to have genetic resist¬ 
ance. 

There are many dis¬ 
eases that affect trees 
and can cause their 
decline, so the sight of a 
dying ash tree may not 
be this disease, but if in 
doubt I would recom¬ 
mend contacting a qual¬ 
ified arboriculturalist or 
the Forestry 
Commission (be wary 
of door knockers telling 
you your Ash tree is 
diseased and it needs to 
be removed !)

FOUR generations 
joined together on 
Thursday, 
November 8 at 
Wick and Marcross 
Church in Wales 
Primary School to 
remember those 
who have fallen in 
the two world wars 
and other conflicts, 
and to pray for 
those currently 
affected by conflicts 
around the world. 

Royal Air Force per¬ 
sonnel at Ministry of 
Defence St Athan have 
forged a bond with Wick 
and Marcross School, 
having been invited to 
attend their Service of 
Remembrance for a 
number of years. This 
year, Flight Lieutenant 
Nick Carter represented 
the Station Commander 
at the service, which was 
written and presented by 
the children. 

Flight Lieutenant 
Carter said: “I was hum¬ 
bled by the way the chil¬ 
dren conducted their 
service. There is no 
doubt that they have a 
full and clear under¬ 
standing of the sacrifices 
that have been made, not 
only during the Great 
War, but also in more 
recent and current con¬ 
flicts.” 

Headteacher, Mrs 
Ceri Thomas added: 
“Wick and Marcross 
School has always been 
attended by children 
from military families 
and backgrounds, which 
means that the children 
here are more familiar 
with what it is like when 
fathers or mothers have 
to go away, and for fam¬ 
ilies at home to have to 
support each other.” 

This was reflected in 
the very moving and 
thought provoking serv¬ 
ice that the children had 
put together, which cov¬ 
ered many of the emo¬ 
tional aspects of war, 
and included two letters 


called: ‘Morwenna’s 

Letters to Jonny’; one 
letter from his mother 
explaining why Jonny 
had to leave London and 
be evacuated to the 
country where he would 
be safe until they could 
be together again, and 
another from his father 
on the front line, telling 
Jonny that he loved him 
and to take care until he 
could be with him again. 

These emotive letters 
were in fact written by 
Morwenna, a year-6 
pupil at the school, and 
were read by her and 
another year-6 pupil, 
Gwynn. 

The letters provided a 
haunting recollection of 
times gone past but also 
an insight into how it is 
now for some children 
attending a country 
school while their par¬ 
ents fight overseas to 
ensure that they remain 
safe and free. 

The following morn¬ 
ing it was the turn of the 
Royal Air Force to host 
the school. This is the 
second year that the chil¬ 
dren have been able to 
join the members of the 
Normandy Veterans 
Association South Wales 
Branch and Ministry of 
Defence St Athan per¬ 
sonnel for their Service 
of Remembrance at the 


Multi Faith Centre on 
the unit. 

During the service, a 
number of stars were 
placed in front of the 
altar by the children, 
each one bearing the 
name of a service person 
who had given their life 
during the past year. 

Wreaths were laid by 
the Station Commander, 
Wing Commander Paul 
Regan, and the president 
of the Normandy 
Veterans, Mr Phil Berry.

BM 
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MP denies there are more viable options 
than Severn Barrage for tidal harnessing 


FRIENDS of the 
Earth are calling 
for an alternative 
to the proposals of 
a Severn Barrage 
between Lavernock 
Point and 
Somerset, saying 
that there are envi¬ 
ronmentally 
friendlier options - 
yet a top MP back¬ 
ing the project has 
rebutted their 
claims. 

Friends of the Earth 
Cymru (FOEC) claim 
that a barrage across the 
Severn is the wrong 
option for the economy, 
for clean energy, and for 
the environment, while 
local group Friends of 
the Earth Barry (FOEB) 
has criticised the 
enquiry on Severn tidal 
power for, it believes, 
ignoring downstream 
environmental damage. 

Gareth Clubb, direc¬ 
tor of Friends of the 
Earth Cymru, said: 
“After decades of try¬ 
ing, there has yet to be a 
realistic proposal for a 
barrage across the 
Severn that doesn’t 
come with a massive 
price tag and have dev¬ 
astating environmental 
impact. 

“If just a fraction of 
the investment needed 
to build a concrete bar¬ 
rage was spent on ener¬ 
gy efficiency, thousands 
more jobs would be cre¬ 
ated. And there are bet¬ 
ter solutions for captur¬ 
ing the tidal power of 
the Severn that would 
have much less damag¬ 
ing consequences, and 
could give us green 
energy far sooner than 
the 20 years it will take 
a barrage to generate 
anything at all.” 

He explained that an 
application had been 
submitted to the plan¬ 


ning inspectorate to 
build a tidal lagoon in 
Swansea Bay by Tidal 
Lagoon Swansea Bay 
Ltd, with a capacity of 
250-350MW, which 
FOEC believe will pro¬ 
vide more green energy 
for less environmental 
damage. 

He added: “Tidal 
lagoons are much less 
environmentally damag¬ 
ing. Several breeding 
grounds would not be 
impacted (as with the 
Severn Barrage), and 
neither would mud flats 
as bird feeding 
grounds.” 

FOEB believe that 
the Energy and Climate 
Change Committee set 
up by the UK 
Government is not con¬ 
cerned with the best 
technologies for tidal 
energy, but biased to the 
Severn Barrage promot¬ 
ed by Peter Hain MP. 

Spokesperson Max 
Wallis claimed that a 
third proposal for a 
‘tidal reef’ between 
Aberthaw and 
Minehead presents the 
best tidal power option. 

He said: “In my opin¬ 
ion, the Parliamentary 
Inquiry call for evi¬ 
dence limits considera¬ 
tion to the ‘estuary’ - ie 
upstream of the Holm 
Islands - ignoring 
impacts downstream in 
the Bristol channel, 
including erosion of 
Bridgewater Bay and 
decreased currents for 
downstream marine 
power generation. 

“Peter Hain’s ‘Hafren 
Power’ scheme differs 
from the old Cardiff- 
Weston Barrage in hav¬ 
ing two-way generation 
with smaller turbines 
(four times more). 

These turbines are said 
to be less damaging to 
fish, including protected 
species, but the scheme 
still destroys five square 
kilometres of the estu-

ary’s tidal feeding 
grounds and disrupts 
shipping. 

“The alternative 
‘tidal reef’ from 
Minehead to Aberthaw 
was found in 2010 to 
generate a similar total 
of power without affect¬ 
ing shipping and the 
upstream estuary con¬ 
servation area. 

“This gives it priority 
under the European 
Habitats Directive. So 
the inquiry is quite 
wrong to cut out this 
alternative.” 

Peter Hain MP, who 
is pushing the Hafren 
Power Severn Barrage 
proposals, said that he 
respected the views of 
the Friends of the Earth 
Group, but in this 
instance they were 
wrong. 


He told The GEM: “I 
have a lot of respect for 
the Friends of the Earth, 
and there are few MPs 
more green than myself, 
but in a lot of respects 
they have got this 
wrong.” 

Mr Hain explained 
that tidal lagoons only 
make a fraction of the 
power the barrage 
would, and that you 
would need scores of 
them to match it. He 
also said Swansea Bay 
is too shallow a location 
for such a project as 
they need deeper tides, 
and it would be too 
intrusive on shipping. 

He added: “Hafren 
Power made it clear to 
Friends of the Earth and 
other environmental 
groups that it will fund 
up to 50 sq km of new 


habitat for wildlife, and 
this is built in to the 
costings.” 

The former Shadow 
Secretary of State for 
Wales also cited the 
huge flooding defence 
the barrage would pro¬ 
vide as a necessity. He 
said that up to 90,000 
properties would 
receive extra protection 
- many on the south 
Wales coast, and that 
the business and leisure 
industries would receive 
a boost from the giant 
lake created upstream of 
the barrage. 

Mr Hain concluded: 
“There are so many 
pluses, including tens of 
thousands of jobs creat¬ 
ed. 

“No matter what the 
merits of the other 
schemes, none match 
the potential of the 
Severn Barrage.”

Samoa now a "must-win game’ after being 
"comprehensively outplayed’ by Argentina

ANYONE seeking pointers for a wager 
on the winner of Saturday’s opening 
clash in the 2012 autumn Dove Men 
series at Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium 
would have had precious little help 
from the record books. 

For while Wales may appear to have held 
the whip hand, with nine wins to Argentina’s 
four in the previous 13 meetings between the 
two, the data is deceptive. 

Closer study of the statistics show that with 
few exceptions, including the first capped 
match in 1991, which Wales won 16-7, they 
were all intense, close-fought affairs, with Los 
Pumas proving infinitely capable of racking up 
the points against Welsh teams on the back of 
renowned power play up front. 

In the process, they had amassed a cred¬ 
itable 318 points in the 13 games to Wales’ 376, 
including almost 100 points in two notable 
wins alone (50-44 in 2004 and 45-27 in 2006). 

So, the Welsh camp should have been well- 
prepared and steeled for the tough challenge 
they faced from resolute opponents honed in 
battle against world rugby’s big three in the 
southern hemisphere championship. 

Indeed, captain Sam Warburton had recog¬ 
nised as much before the kick-off by vowing 
that the Six Nations champions would “hit the 
ground running” in order to use it (and the 
series) as a launch pad for a ‘top four’ spot - 
with Rugby World Cup 2015 seedings in mind. 

Brave words, but 80 minutes later the pre¬ 
match optimism had been deflated by a dis¬ 
jointed Welsh display that was as drab as the 
November weather. His shaken team trudged 
disconsolately off the field, fortunate to escape 
with a 26-12 losing margin, after being com¬

prehensively outplayed in all aspects of the 
game. 

Worse still, was the bleak acceptance that 
the Six Nations champions had fallen well 
below the commendably high standards that in 
recent years had produced Grand Slams and 
had seen a talented young squad blossom on 
the world stage. 

As acting head coach Robert Howley admit¬ 
ted in the post-match ‘inquest’, error-prone 
Wales had “failed to get the basics right” and, 
crucially, had lost the battle for possession and 
territory. 

In reality, from the outset his remixed team 
appeared oddly lethargic and lacking in 
urgency; and it was the more purposeful visi¬ 
tors who immediately “hit the ground run¬ 
ning”, early pressure rewarded with a penalty 
slotted over by the veteran Felipe Contepomi, 
who was soon to leave the field injured. 

Full back Leigh Halfpenny replied with the 
first of three first-half penalties and, amazing¬ 
ly, Wales went into the interval 9-6 up, against 
the run of play, after lively outside half Nicolas 
Sanchez had edged Argentina temporarily 
ahead with a snap drop goal. 

However, the punishing first-half exchanges 
had resulted in two worrying casualties, Alun 


Wyn Jones and Jamie Roberts, whose depar¬ 
tures not only disrupted an already embattled 
Welsh effort, but also put the duo’s further 
participation in the series in doubt. 

There was to be no respite after the 
changeover, as an increasingly forceful 
Argentina stepped up the pressure on a scram¬ 
bling Welsh side that, in contrast, gave the 
impression of still practicing their moves on 
the training ground. 

Within minutes, Puma pressure resulted in 
two (failed) penalties for the visitors and, ironi¬ 
cally, it was Wales who then went further 
ahead when Halfpenny kicked a fourth penalty 
to make it 12-6 with just over half an hour to 

go- 

That was more than enough time for 
Argentina to complete their dominance. 
Sanchez popped over his second drop goal; 
and the home team then yielded two soft con¬ 
verted tries by impressive wings Gonzalo 
Camacho and Juan Imhoff (to underline yet 
again that today’s Pumas, most of whom now 
play at the highest level in Europe, are not just 
about beefy forward power). 

As for Wales, in the absence of head coach 
Warren Gatland (now on secondment to the 
British and Irish Lions) the hope must be that 


as Howley asserted, this setback was just a 
“bad day at the office”, and that there will be 
no long-term damage to players’ morale, 
already low after the Welsh regions’ continuing 
failure in Europe. 

More immediately, there is the only slightly 
less intimidating prospect of the Samoans 
looming over the Millennium Stadium on 
Friday evening and with casualties mounting, 
Howley and his fellow coaches will need to 
make quite sure that this time they get the 
team selection right for what is now a ‘must- 
win’ match. 

After all, it will be followed just eight days 
later by the ultimate test - against the all-con¬ 
quering All Blacks, who imperiously brushed 
aside the Scots with a 51-22 brisk run-out at 
Murrayfield on Sunday.
